And  therefore;,  though  I  (hall 
not  vaunt  my  felf  like  the  vain  Philofo - 
pher  with  an  ZUptDCA  y  that  I  have  found 
out  the  Difficulty  of  all  Dtfeafes ,  or 
fome  Wonder  or  other  of  an  Vniverfal 
Medicine :  Yet  I  have  good  Reafon  to  ,  1 
perfuade  my  felf,  both  by  Practice  and  I  | 
Experience ,  that  I  long  ago  found  a

Ibe  NAME 

First  then  ;  the  Name  of  the  Difeafe 
in  the  Greek ,  is  either  xol&*  or 
according  to  Hefycbius.  The  First 
[  ]  fignifies  a.So\v  or  a  Hog ;  as  I  fup- 

pofe  thofe  Creatures  have  been  thought 
by  the  Ancients ,  and  are  ftill  reckon’d 
by  fome  Moderns  to  be  infefted  in  a 
more  peculiar  manner  with  this  fcrofu- 
lous  Difeafe :  For  in  the  Throats  of  p 
Swine,  we  may  often  find  fuch  Jlrumous 
Turners,  and  the  Glandules  indurated. 
And  ’tis  no  wonder  neither  that  Men 
and  Brutes  fhould  fometimes  be  trou¬ 
bled  with  the  fame  Distemper ;  efpecially 
feeing  they  both  agree  in  many  other 
things  of  Constitution  or  Humour .  Or 
elfe  the  Word  fignifies  a  Rock  lying  with 
a  Ridge  upon  the  top  of  the  Sea,  not 
much  unlike  a  Hog's  Back  ;  and  this  may 
bear  fome  Analogy  alfo  to  a  Glandulous 
Tumor :  Whether  the  Metaphor  be  fetch’d 
either  from  the  Hardnefs,  the  Greatnefs, 
or  the  Figure  fometimes  of  the  Part 
afflicted.

The  other  Name  of  it  in  the  Greek 
Tongue  [Kp £vpot]  imports  a  dry,  arid  or 
inflam’d  Malignancy ;  and,  as  if  it  were 
Kcti/ap©-,  Torrid,  from  Ka.lv,  uro ,  to  burn. 
Now  a  hot,  feurfy  or  friable  Inflammation 
reprefents  the  Thing  very  properly  to 
the  Eye ,  and  expreffes  the  Nature  of  it  \ 
exaftly  (  as  it  often  happens  )  to  the 
very  Life.  But  my  Author  Hefychius 
alfo  fays,  it  is  likewife  a  Dijeafe  of  Bees ,  \ 
and  explains  himfelf  by  this  particular  \ 
Objervation ;  that  They  are  troubled 
with  it  at  the  fame  time,  when  they  / 
breed  Worms  or  make  Cob-mbs.  However,  * 
be  it  as  it  will  as  to  that  matter,  this 
Word  fhews  the  Nature  of  the  Malady 
well  enough  in  one  Reflect  by  Heat  and 
Fri ability  ;  though  it  does  not  anfwer 
yet  for  all  the  other  Qualities  of  the 
whole  EviL 

But  befides,  it  has  alfo  Two  Names 
in  the  Latin  Tongue  j  for  the  Gramma¬ 
rians  caH  it  either  by  That  of  Scrofula , 
or  That  of  Struma ,  indifferently, without 
,  any  great  Distinction :  only  that  the 
Former  is  a  diminutive  Word ,  fignifying 
a  Wen  in  the  Throat  as  well  as  a  Little 

Pig 
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Pig ,  from  Scrofa  an  Old  Sow ;  which 
feems  to  be  a  fictitious  Name  of  that 
Creature,  taken  from  the  Sound  of  the 
Greek  Word  (as  Hejyckius  thinks ) 

perhaps  as  delighting  to  grub  up  the 
Earth  in  Holes  or  Hillocks ;  and  Thefe 
indeed  are  Both  fometimes  very  apt  De¬ 
nominations  or  near  RefembUnces  at  leaft 
of  the  King s  Evil,  by  reafon  either  of 
perforating  Vlcers  in  one  P.efpecf,  or  ex-  ] 
oeeding  large  Tumors  in  the  Other .  But  * 
the  Latter  Word  Struma  differs  a  little 

from  the  Former ;  for  it  is  derived  from 

✓ 

Ruma ,  a  Teat  or  Dug ,  &c.  which  may 
be  fuck'd :  either  from  ftopcu,  traho  or 
fugo  to  fuck  ;  or  from  fluo  to  flow ,  as 
the  Milk  does  in  fucking ;  which  holds 
fome  Analogy  with  the  Curdling  Matter 
of  the  King's  Evil,  like  Cheefe .  And  fo  1 
the  Grammarians  fay  well,  that  Struma 
is  as  it  were  Hruens  Rum  am,  making  a 
Dug  or  Pap,  becaufe  it  rifes  up  frequent¬ 
ly  in  a  Bump  of  that  Shape  or  Figure ; 
fo  that,  in  fhort,  Struma  is  fuppos’d  1 
to  Hgnifie  in  general  any  Tumor ,  Botch 
or  Wen,  either  in  the  Throat ,  Neck  or 
Arm-holes ;  the  Word  coming  imme-  | 
diately  (as  fome  think)  from  which 
a  rifes  from  rofwfa,  Herne,  to  fpread ;  be¬ 
caufe 
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caufe  the  Difeafe  might  probably  be 
obferv’d  formerly  to  lie  and  fpread  molt 
under  the  Throat.  And  therefore  by 
the  fame  Analogical  Reafon ,  this  Term  ' 
may  likewife  very  properly  import-, 
what  we  now  call  the  Ring’s  Evil.

Now  I  mull  needs  fay,  that  Either  f 
or  Any  of  thefe  Words  exprefs  the  Thing 
very  well  as  to  the  main  Import  of  a  \ 
fcrofulous  or  Hrumous  Tumor  ;  and  do  not 
only  give  us  fome  Eight  into  the  Nature  j 
of  it,  but  alfo  lead  us  in  courfe  to  confi- 
der  the  Difeafe  more  effentially  and  fully 
than  can  be  made  out,  by  any  nominal 
Difquifition  or  Etymology .  But  I  beg 
leave  here  to  make  one  DigreJJion  by  the 
way,  about  our  Englifb  Term  for  the 
Struma  or  Scrofula ,  as  it  is  now  common¬ 
ly  call’d  the  Kjngbs  Evil  in  every  Body's 
Mouth ;  before  I  begin  to  define  what  I 
have  hitherto  been  only  a  defcribing  by 
Name.  And  fome  Writers  think  that  this 
Name  was  given  to  any  fcrofulous  or 
firumous  Difeafe ,  long  before  Edward  the 
Confejfors  Time ;  but  however  All  agree 
at  leaf!,  that  from  his  Reign  it  was 
call’d  nothing  elfe  generally  (and  I  may 
fay  vulgarly  too  )  but  the  Kjvg\  Evil 
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in  England.  The  Re'afon  for  fo  calling  it 
is  Plain ;  whether  we  believe  the  mtra-  - 
culous  Cure  of  that  Diftemper  in  many 
Cafes,  to  be  an  extraordinary  Buffing  of 
Gsd  beftovv’d  upon  the  Kjrigs  of  England y 
ah  origin e ,  and  fo  to  continue  as  a 
powerful  Faculty  by  hereditary  Succeffi- 
on  attending  on  th e  Crown:  or  whether 
we  take  this  Cure  of  the  Evil  by  the 
Royal  Touch  to  have  been  no  Antienter 
than  Edward  the  Confeffor ,  and  that  it  was 
a  peculiar  Gift  to  Him  at  fir  ft,  and  to  no 
Body  before  Him,  as  a  fingular  Reward 
of  his  Holinef}  ;  to  be  by  a  kind  of  here¬ 
ditary  Right  annex’d  to  Regal  Authority 
for  the  future.  The  Matter  is  in  Difpute 
ft  ill.  But  be  it  as  it  will ,  the  Hittory 
affords  us  ample  Tejlimony  and  great  Au¬ 
thority  for  'calling  this  Difeafe  by  a  Royal 
Name,  The  King's  Evil ;  For,  becaufe  it  ; 
cannot  be  deny  d  ,  but  that  wronderfui 
Cures  of  it  have  been  formerly  wrought, 
by  the  Good  Kjngs  and  Queens  of  En¬ 
gland^  and  are  ftill  done  by  a  continu’d 
Series  even  to  this  very  Day:  Not  that 
I  believe,  They  ever  were,  or  perhaps 
ever  may  be  troubled  with  the  Dittem* 
per  themfelves ;  as  the  Vulgar  in  fome 
Countries  thihk  at  the  firft  hearing  of 
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the  Name.  However,  it  muft  be  grant¬ 
ed  on  the  other  hand ,  that  feverai 
Perfons  have  never  been  the  better 
for  being  Touch'd ,  nor  ever  receiv’d 
any  greater  Benefit  by  this  Means  than 
the  Gold  that  was  given  ’em  upon  their 
Application;  and  yet  it  is  certain  They 
have  afterwards  been  perfectly  curd  of  ■ 
the  fame  Maladies,  by  the  fuccefsful 
Medicines  of  good  Artists  ;  fo  that  though  • 
Chirurgery  may  perhaps  fail  fometimes, 
where  the  Royal  Hand  performs  the  Cure, 
yet  it  has  held  as  true  alio  on  the  contra - 
ry9  in  Favour  of  the  other  side ,  by  many 
lingular  Inliances. 

Wherefore  I  hope, I  may  without  any 
Offence  either  to  the  Court 9 the  Ciiy9  or  the 
Countrey ,  either  to  Princes  or  Profejfors , 
take  upon  me  to  fay,  and  that  by  long  ■ 
Experience  too,  for  the  publick  Good; 
that  let  this  Dijeafe  prove  never  fo  In¬ 
veterate  or  Obfiinate y  I  am  poflefs’d  ot 
filch  Sovereign  and  Effectual  Medicines 
as  will  cure  it  perfectly  by  God's  Staf¬ 
fing,  when  all  other  Afeafures  or  Method  $ 
fail 
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CHAP.  II. 

7 be  Nature  of  the  E  V  I  L. 

SEcondly  ;  As  to  the  Nature  of  the 
KJng1 s  Evil,  feveral  Authors  have  de- 
fin’d  it  feveral  ways  :  but  the  beft  Defi¬ 
nition  that  I  can  pretend  to  gather  from 
’em  all,  is  This  in  brief.  The  Scrofula,  is  | 
a  preternatural  malignant  Tumor  or  Hu¬ 
mour ,  produced  by  a  particular  Acidity  of 
the  Serum  of  the  Blood i  either  in  Gland } 
Mufcle  or  Membrane ,  which  it  both  co¬ 
agulates  and  indurates ;  or  in  the  Marrow y 
which  it  always  dijjolves ,  and  alfo  pu- 
1  trefes  the  Bone .  But  left  this  Definition 
fhould  want  any  further  llluttration ,  t 
fihall  explain  my  fe If  thus  more  at  large, 
in  a  particular  manner :  Now  ftis  plain, 
this  Acidity  in  the  Serum  of  the  Bloody 
muft  needs  occafion  a  very  Crafs ,  Glu¬ 
tinous  and  Acid  Lyrnpha  in  the  Body; 
which  not  finding  any  convenient  or 
regular  Paffage  thro’  its  proper  Channels 5 
prdently  flops  in  the  Glands  or  Elfe-  \ 
where ,  and  fenfibly  tumefies  or  indurates  ! 
the  Parts  affeded  :  So  that,  in  fhort, 
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by  veafon  of  this  Corrofive  Quality,  the 
Diftemper  in  time  becomes  Malignant^ 
obdurate  and  very  difficult  to  be  cured  \  0 

the  Lymph  a  being  fo  vifcous  and  fo 
ftrongly  fettled  in  fome  extreme  Parts „ 
that  it  often  proves  the  hardeft  thing  in 
the  World  to  thin,  rarife  and  attenuate , 
or  take  away  fuch  an  Obstruction,  of  four, 
stagnating,  coagulated  Juices .  From  hencq 
it  appears,  that  the  Acid  Matter  whe-  i 
ther  contained  within  a  Cyftis,  or  Swel¬ 
ling  el fe where  without,  either  in  the 
Sahvatory  Glands,  &c.  in  One  Refpeft , 
or  in  thick  Upper  Lips  chopt  8rc.  in  the 
‘ Other  ;  is  the  only  Thing  to  be  re£ii- 
fyM  or  fweeten’d,  in  Order  to  efleft  a 
perfect  Cure  :  And  I  cannot  conceive 
how  that  can  be  done  radically ,  fave 
only  by  Alcaliom  Medicines ,  which  is  ' 
the  Nostrum  pretended  to  in  my  Pra¬ 
ctice  :  For  ptherwife  the  latent,  habi¬ 
tual  and  inveterate  Corrofivenefs  of  the 
(harp  indurated  Lymph  a  5  which  is  the 
principal  Caufe  of  the  jfingf s  Evil,  will 
continually  prove  Incorrigible  by  all  the 
Art  of  Man,  "  And  therefore  the  Struma  l 
being  a'  Difeafe  of  that  rank  and  four 
Nature ,  it  muft  be  corrected  and  dul- 
cify’d  by  fweet  healing  Medicines  ,  as 
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the  moft  Powerful  Means  to  bring  the 
Acid  Humours  or  Juices  to  their  due 
Tone,  as  well  as  the  Constitution  toil’s  ;c 
priftine  or  natural  State  of  Health  and  !  1 
Vigour. 

But  to  give  a  more  exaQ:  Account  of 
the  Nature  of  the  Thing  already  de- 
fnJd,  I  think  my  felf  oblig’d  to  explain  j 
the  true  Meaning  of  the  Terms ,  Coagu -  j 
l at  ion  and  Diffolution ,  in  this  Place,  as 
pat  to  the  Purpofe,  Now  by  Coagula¬ 
tion,  I  mean  an  irregular  Curdiing  or 
Thickening  of  the  Blood  by  a  real  Priva¬ 
tion  of  Moiliure  ;  fo  that  I  can  com¬ 
pare  it  to  nothing  but  that  of  making 
a  Curd  of  Milk  with  Rennet .  Now  it 
is  notorious  that  many  ftrumous  Tumors , 
being  full  of  a  white  curled  Matter ,  have 
a  Likenefs  at  lead:,  if  not  alfo  an  Affinity 
with  the  Curd  of  Milk  ;  which  are 
Both  alike  occafion’d  by  a  coagulating 
Acidity ,  though  perhaps  of  a  different 
Nature:  and  yet  they  mull  be  Both  very 
near  as  acrimonious  as  Aquafortis  or  Spi¬ 
rit  of  Vitriol,  to  turn  either  the  fibrous 
Parts  of  Blood  or  the  grofs  Particles  of 
Milk  into  a  kind  of  Cheefe  or  curdled 
Matter  by  a  coagulating  fermentation ; 
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To  confirm  this  Notion,  it  will  be  fuf* 
ficient  to  appeal  to  many  Patient s9  whe¬ 
ther  they  are  not  often  fenfible  of  the 
moft  painful  Corrofwns ?  next  to  the 
gnawing  of  Dogs  ;  which  muft  needs  pro¬ 
ceed  from  a  fort  of  a  fharp  vitriolick 
Acidity ,  that  flops 9  coagulates  and  cor¬ 
rodes  the  Part  fo  affefted,  or  indeed  ra¬ 
ther  afflicted,  with  this  Malady. 

But  on  the  other  hand •  the  Reafon 
why  I  aferibe  Diff dilution  to  the  fame 
Acidity ,  is  this  ;  Becaufe  whenever  it 
comes  to  the  Marrow ,  and  mixes  with 
the  Fibres  of  the  Bone ?  it  diffolves  and 
tots  ’em  in  all  Perfons  ;  for  every  Body  1 
knows  that  One  and  the  fame  Caufe  may 
have  different  Effects ,  according  to  the 
Nature  of  the  Subject  Matter  that  is 
wrought  upon  ;  for  it  is  a  true  Maxim 9 
that  Whatever  is  received fs  receiv'd  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Quality  or  Nature  of  the  Receiver  • 
As  for  Inftance,  the  Sun  melts  Butter  and 
hardens  Clay  •  and  Vinegar  coagulates 
Milk,  but  dilfolves  an  Egg,  White  and 
Shell  and  all.  Thus  in  like  manner  does 
our  ( humous  Acidity  operate  divers  ways; 
for  when  it  fails  upon  the  Serum  of  the 
Bloody  then  follows  Coagulation  in  the

fibrous  Parts  of  i t,  and  fo  it  proceeds 
un  corrected  to  the  fur  theft  Members  of 
the  Body:  But  when  it  penetrates  the 
Bone  and  gets  into  the  Marrow ,  it  has  a 
quite  contrary  Effect  •  and  is  fo  far  from 
indurating  or  hardening  them,  that  it 
diffolves  and  putrefies  the  very  Hardnefis 
or  Confistenc)  that  it  meets  with  there.

And  thus,  in  fhort,  having  fet  forth 
the  Nature  of  the  Struma ,  whether  as  a 
Tumor  or  Vlcer ;  whether  in  the  Glan¬ 
dules  or  elfewhere ,  by  as  clear  a  Light 
as  I  could  fetch,  either  from  Authority 
or  Rea/on ;  I  fhall  now  take  upon  mein 
Order  of  my  Dtfcourfe ?  to  enquire  into 
the  various  Caujes  of  it* 
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C  H  A  P,  III, 

The  CAUSES  of  it. 

^ Hirdlj ;  I  fuppofe  by  this  time  no 
Man  will  deny,  that  the  Preter¬ 
natural  Acidity  of  the  Serum  of  the  | 
Blood,  is  the  immediate  Caufe  of  the  j 
Kjngs  Evil ;  as  it  renders  the  whole  * 
Lympba  acrimonious  and  indurated,  and 
thereby  produces  a  Crafs ,  Glutinous , 
Coagulated  Matter  in  feveral  Parts  of 
the  Body.  But  as  to  the  Mediate  or  , 
more  Remote  Caufe  s  of  the  Scrofula, 
there  are  a  great  many  aflign’d  by  the 
Learned ;  to  make  it  either  Hereditary  > 
from  the  Parents ,  or  Accidental  from  ! 
Air,  Diet ,  Exercife ,  8rc. 

’Tis  as  manifeft,  as  the  Nofe  upon  a 
Man’s  Face,  that  the  children  of  Sere-  \ 
phulous  or  Strumous  Parents ,  are  com¬ 
monly  liable  to  the  fame  Distemper  ;  and 
fo  are  Thoje  that  fuck  the  Milk  of  fuch  > 
difeas’d  Nurfes.  Now  this  argues  the  5 
Malady  to  be  deeply  imprinted  upon 
the  whole  Mafs  of  Blood }  or  naturally  im- 
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planted  in  the  very  C onftitutions  of  forrie 
Perfons ;  feeing  that  it  may  be ,  and 
often  is  fb  traduc’d,  and  entail’d  by  Pa-  r 
rents,  thus  afflicted  and  never  cur9d,  up-  f 
on  their  Poflerity. 

And  here  I  cannot  omit  one  Okferva* 
tion  by  the  By;  that  Children  alfo  who  1 
are  begotten  at  improper  Times  of  the  j 
Moon ,  have  been  often  fubjeft  to  be  af¬ 
flicted  with  This  Evif  and  to  the  laft  j 
Degree  too  of  Virulency .  Let  this  be  a 
Warning  to  Marrfd  People. 

But  befides  Thefe ,  there  are  feme  Per¬ 
fons  whofe  natural  Temper  of  Blood  be¬ 
ing  very  Acid^  and  the  Serum  by  that 
means  very  apt  to  coagulate ?  are  gene¬ 
rally  Obnoxious  to  it;  as  Children  | 
troubled  with  the  Rickets 9  and  all  0- 
thers  that  are  Weakly 9  or  in  whom  the 
Heat  is  not  ftrong  enough  for  a  regular 
Dive  ft  ton*

People  likewife  may  be  made  very  - 

liable  to  Scrofulous  crude  Humours  and.  j 
Tumors  by  the  Indifpcfition  q{  Place;  I 
j  1  at  is,  by  living  always  in  Extremes 
of  Mr.  either  too  thin  or  too  thick,  too 
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keen  or  too  grofs  :  For  the  Air  is  as  it 
were  pabulum  vitn^  and  muft  needs  have 
as  peculiar  an  Influence  upon  our  Bodies, 
as  our  daily  Food  has  without  Difpute. 
Befides,  fait,  four ,  Jlimy  Meats  or  Drinks  > 
may  often  occafion  the  Kjngs  Evil ; 
fharp  or  fulfom  Diet  naturally  difpofing 
the  Body  to  fuch  a  defperate  corroding 
Difeafe :  And  we  can  expert  no  better 
Fffeff  from  fo  bad  a  Caufe.  And  fo  will 
the  Want  of  Exercife  fometimes  render  \ 
the  Blood  Corrofive  and  full  of  Slime  or  •; 
Bhlegm  or  a  ftagnated  Acidity ;  where 
the  Body  frequently  falls  into  the  fame 
Distemper ,  and  becomes  troubled  with 
hard  Glandulom  Flejb ,  white  Tumors  or 
fore  Ulcers  all  over  the  Body.  But  be¬ 
fides  yet,  there  are  Thoufands  andThou- 
fands  of  other  Accidents  alfo,  that  may 
produce  this  malignant  Difeafe ,  in  aBody 
thus  predifpos’d  for  it,  either  by  Ill  Ha~  ) 
bits  or  Irregular  Acts .  i 

However  yet  I  muft  needs  grant, that 
there  are  various  Opinions  among  divers 
Authors  about  the  True  Caufes  of  the 
King's  Evil .  Some  think  that  it  pro-, 
ceeds  from  the  Sue  cm  Nutritius ,  being 
cjiforder’d  in  thofe  that  feed  too  much 
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upon  (limy  Meats  ;  whofe  Phlegmatick, 
Cold  and  weak  Digefiions ,  create  a  great 
Mafsof  crude  Humours  ;  which  being 
carry 'd  thence  to  thofe  diftant  af¬ 

fected,  become  Hard,  Fixt  and  Unfit  for 
any  Suppuration ,  Others  again  have  fan- 
cy’d,that  the  Imagination  being  mightily  * 
difturhed  by  Want,Sadnefs  or  Melancholy ; 
it  weakens  and  diforders  the  Digefiive 
Faculty  in  the  Stomach  ;  and  fo  confer 
qyently  at  long  run ,  produces  thofe 
knotty  Tumors,  we  find  in  Scrofulous, 

. Patients ;  But  this  feems  to  be  Ridi¬ 
culous.  There  are  Some  yet  that  fays 
the  Vifcous  Nature  of  the  Sue  c  us  Nervo¬ 
rum  mud  needs  be  the  very  Immediate 
Efficient  Caufe  of  thofe  Jlrumom  Tumors 
in  the  Salivatory  Glands ;  for  that  the 
thick  Juice  lying  there  long,  grows  har¬ 
der  and  harder  by  coagulating ,  and  can¬ 
not  pais  at  laid,  by  reafon  of  it’s  Indura¬ 
tion.  However ,  we  find  Others  again 
of  a  quite  different  Opinion ;  who  a- 
fcribethe  Caufe  of  it  to  a  coagulated  Vhlegm 
or  a  four  Blood  in  the  very  Bart  affefted  : 
where  the  thick  Acid  Juices  are  obltru - 
cited,  grow  It  iff  or  obdurate  ^  and  mag- 
nifie  to  the  lafl  Extremity  of  Rancour  or 
Foulnejs Byt  Some,  on  the  °ther  hand  „ 

will 
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will  have  it  to  arife  immediately  from  a 
Crafs  Lympha  or  Vhlegmatick  Humour , 
which  Hops  in  fome  Part  for  want 
of  a  due  Pajfage  or  Evacuation,  and  tu¬ 
mefies  there  into  what  we  call  it  the1 
Struma .  However,  after  aH  yet,  the 
bell:  and  mod  plaufible  Opinion  I  have 
met  with,  feems  to  be  This  ;  that  the 
Scrofula  comes  originally  from  the  1 
Chyle  being  diftempePd ;  which  by  fome  j 
bad  Fermentation  or  ot'her  growing  Soury 
Acid  and  Corrofive ,  afterwards  affefts  l 
the  Mejentery-G  lands  in  this  manner* 
and  fo  by  confequence  the  Lympha  being 
corrupted  at  firft,  can  never  after  that 
be  good  for  any  thing  in  any  other  Part 
of  the  Body,  but  only  to  provide  a 
Patient  for  fome  Perfon  or  other,  that 
can  cure  the  Kings  EviL 
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The  AUTHOR’S  Opinion. 

AS  for  my  Pan  ,  I  cannot  but  be¬ 
lieve  ,  that  the  King's  Evil \  ta~ 
king  it  a  primd  origine ,  certainly  pro¬ 
ceeds  from  an  extraordinary  Acidity  in  ! 
the  FirH  DigeHion ;  which  Vice  is  never 
afterwards  correfted  by  the  Second  , 
Third s  Fourth ,  8^c  :  but  conveys  its  Ma¬ 
lignity  further,  and  at  once  of  courfe 
fpoils  the  Chylus,  fharpens  the  Blood, 
and  corrupts  the  whole  Lymph  a .  This 
is  what  in  my  judgment  always  occa- 
fions  thofe  Jlrumou <s  Tumors  or  V leers, 
happen  where  they  will  in  the  Body,  as 
the  Caufa  fine  qua  non  #  the  very  Source 
and  Beginning  of  the  Malady :  And  what 
ArtiH  foever  can  perfectly  reclifie  that 
vicious  Acidity  in  the  Firfi  DigeHion ,  by  1 
Alcalious  Effectual  Medicines,  mull  necef-  j 
farily  Cure  the  Difiemper  in  Courfe;  and  j 
as  naturally  accomplish  the  W ork,  and  j 
with  as  much  Truth  too,  as  it  is  to  take 
away  the  Effetf  by  removing  the  Cauje:  * 
Which  is  the  main  thing,  in  fhort,  of 
ply  Ere  ten  (ion , 
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But  perhaps  fome  People  may  judge 
better  yet  of  this  vaft,  fpreading  and 
extenfive  Evil,  by  my  faying  fome- 
thing  of  the  Parts  commonly  affected ; 
and  fhewing  particularly  how  they  ate 
concern’d,  and  how  they  labour  or  lan- 
guifh,  under  the  heavy  Opfrefjion. 


CHAP.  IV. 

The  PARTS  AffeEled. 

Fourthly ;  Now  the  Parts  that  are 
moft  frequently  afflifted  with  the 
Struma ,  I  reckon  to  be  the  Glandules 
( that  have  fometimes  pafsM  under  the 
Comical  Allufive  Name  of  the  Sow  and 
Pigs  )  the  Muffles,  Membranes ,  Tendons 
and  Bones.  The  Vifcera  likewife  often  j 
ffuffer  by’t;  but  if  the  Nerves  or  Brain 
are  ever  touch’d  or  tainted  with  any 
fcrofulous  Humour 3  the  Juices  of  thofe 
Parts  are  diffolv’d,  not  coagulated  nor  tu¬ 
mefy  d,  as  I  faid  before  of  the  Marrow  and 
the  Bones :  For  I  have  never  yet  ob- 
ferv’d  any  Tumors  either  in  the  Nerves 

or 
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or  the  Brain  ^  but  only  thofe  Tarts  wa 
fted  and  grown  Carious  by  the  Corrofwn 
of  the  vicious  Humours ,  and  more  in¬ 
clin’d  to  putrefaction  than  any  obdurate 
Confiftency, 

However,  the  Part  that  is  ufually  fir (l 
affected  with  this  Malady ,  proves  to  be 
the  Mefentery  ;  for  it  has  often  been 
found  by  undeniable  Experience  that  the 
Mefenterick  Glands  have  been  inwardly 
/ humous ,  both  as  to  Obstruction  and  TV/- 
mour ;  when  at  the  fame  time,  there 
have  appear’d  no  vifible  Symptoms  of 
any  fuch  Malignity  upon  the  outward 
Glands:  Nor  indeed  has  there  been 
any  fuch  fcrofulous  Difpofition  of  Hu¬ 
mour  at  all  there  in  Reality.  And  then 
again  we  may  depend  upon’t,  that  when¬ 
ever  the  external  Glands  are  obftruQecf 
and  fwelPd,  the  Mefentericks  are  cer¬ 
tainly  afflicted  in  like  manner  :  So  that 
theres  no  doubt  but  the  Mefentery  is  > 
commonly  the  frit  Part  affefted  and 
fpoil’d  by  a  corroftve  Aridity  of  this 
Kind.  ■ 

But  the  Glands ,  after  all  is  faid,  %re 
the  principal  Seat  ot  the  KJngs  Evil  •  1 

info- 
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infomuch,  that  fome  of  the  Antients  re- 
ftrain’d  the  Difeafe  to  thoie  Parts  only, 
as  if  no  other  had  been  fubject  to’t :  And 
yet  we  find  many  more  Places  notori- 
oufly  ajfetted  with  it  to  a  violent  degree. 
However,  confidering  that  thirearefe- 
veral  forts  of  Glandules,  Whether  Conglo¬ 
bate  or  Conglomerate  (as  fome  call  ern)  ; 

I  cannot  but  think,  that  thofe  we  term 
Reductive ,  which  ierve  for  the  Percola¬ 
tion  of  the  Lymph  a,  mu  ft  needs  be  moft 
afflicted  of  all  others:  For  why?  when¬ 
ever  the  Serum  or  the  Lympha  is  fo  dis¬ 
order’d  and  grown  Acid,  thofe  Glands 
that  perform  the  Office  of  Ayun. ducts, 
or  Conduits, will  doubtlefs  fuffer  extreme¬ 
ly,  either  by  Obstruction ,  or  by  Corrofion, 
or  both .  Now  when  the  Parts  thro5  which 
the  Lympha  fhould  pafs  pure  and  regular, 
are  fo  tumeffd  and  flopp'd  up ,  we  may 
depend  upon  it  to  be  an  infallible  Symp¬ 
tom  of  the  Kjngs  Evil. 

However  yet,  no  Place  of  the  Bodj 
more  frequently  and  vifibly  abounds 
with  flrumous  Coagulations ,  than  the  Neck 
quite  around;  which  being  Bare,  efpeci- 
ally  in  Women ,  is  more  expos’d  to  the 
Sharpnefs  of  the  Cold  Weather  ;  and  that 

E  Quali- 
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Quality  of  the  Air,  without  doubt, huge¬ 
ly  helps  on  th e  Acid  Matter  to  ftagnate 
or  lodge  there,  as  well  as  it  aggravates 
the  Evil  in  this  particular  Part, 

But  to  proceed  ;  the  Breafts ,  the  Arm- 
pits,  the  Lungs  themfelves^  the  Sahvals, 
and  the  Tonfils  are  alfo  fometimes  mife- 
rably  troubl’d  with  Scrofulous  Tumors ;  as 
will  evidently  appear  to  the  Eye  of  any 
Common  Praelicer . 


Neither  are  the  Glands  in  the  Groyn 
always  free  from  this  Mdady,  nor  the 
Teflicles 9  nor  the  Projlate,  which  are  two 
Glandules  under  the  Seminal  Bladders  ; 
the/  it  is  a  little  difficult  fometimes  to 
diftinguifh  thofe  Tumors  from  the  Effects 
of  another  bale  fufpecied  Diftewper. 


So  much  for  the  Natural  Glands ;  but 
now  there  are  befides  thofe ,  feverai  Ad¬ 
ventitious  Preternatural  ones,  occafion’d 
by  this  Difeafe  ;  which  a  rife  vifibly  in¬ 
ferred  with  the  fame  Rancour,  in  the 
Face,  Arms }  Legs ,  Skin,  Mujcles  and  Mem¬ 
branes  ;  no,  and  fometimes  fpreading  o- 
ver  the  whole  Body ,  from  Head  to  Hands 
and  Feet,  Fingers- and  Toes ;  not  excepting 
the  very  Vifcera  themfelve's  from  being 

frequently 
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frequently  in  fome  Cafes  ajflifted  with 
Strumous  Swellings . 

As  to  the  Affection  of  the  Bones ,  ’tis 
notorioufly  well  known,  that  fetting  a- 
fide  the  GUnds ,  are  as  much  troubled 
(I  might  fay,  tormented )  with  this  cor~ 
rodmg  Difeafe ,  as  any  other  Parts  of  the 
Body  ;  not  to  fay  more.  But  then  thefe  are 
very  diflinff  from  all  Glandulous  Tumors ; 
for  tho’  the  Bone  may  feem  outwardly 
hard  and  found,  yet  the  Juices  are  all 
putrefy’d  and  rotten  within  at  the  fame 
time.  However,  Bones  will  be  often  ah 
fo  externally ,  as  well  as  internally  affefted 
with  this  uenemous  Humour  ;  which  al¬ 
ways  either  bares  them,  or  makes  ’em 
very  Carious  and  much  Corrupted :  And 
this  commonly  happens  by  the  Contiguity 
of  fome  Membrane  or  Tendon  lorely  affli¬ 
cted  with  this  Acidity  that  infers  the 
adjacent  Parts ,  or  the  very  Bones  them- 
felves.  And  indeed,  howfrequently  are 
the  Tendons  likewife  troubl'd  with  a  grofs 
Qumminefs ,  or  a  thick  Mafsof Scrofulous 
Matter  ?  7 Tis  palpable  from  the  Elbows , 
Knees  and  Ankles  ;  or,  in  fhort,  from  all 
jhe  Joynts  of  the  Body  thus  difiemper’d. 
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In  fine,  what  miferable  Objects  do  we 
daily  meet  with,  even  at  Death’s  Door, 
wafted  to  meer  Sceletonsy  by  languifh* 
ing  under  this  lingring  Difeafe  in  all 
Parcs  of  the  Body ;  for  want  of  effe&ual 
Medicines  to  heal  thofe  fick  and  wounded 
poor  Souls !  But  the  Confideration  of  this 
leads  me  direOdy  to  the  Angular  Cafe  of  a 
Perfon  fo  ajflifled,  and  as  forely  too,  even 
absolutely  defpair’d  of  by  feveral  Emi¬ 
nent  Pratlifers ;  who  was  yet  perfectly 
cur’d,  to  Admiration,  by  the  Bleffing  of 
Almighty  Qody  and  the  Means  of  a  Power¬ 
ful  Medicine :  Such  a  one,  as  hath  not 
fail’d  fince  alfo  of  the  fame  good  Succefs 
of  working  as  Great  Cures  upon  others, 
by  its  Sovereign  Alcalious  Virtue . 


CHAP  V. 

Of  a  PERSON  fo  affixed. 

Fifthly  then ;  the  Cafe  will  be  this:  when 
I  was  about  Seven  Years  of  Age,  at 
KJngfley  in  Staffordfhirey  it  fo  happen’d, 
that  a  large  Scrofulous  or  Strumous  Tumor 
arofe  in  my  Left  Breaft ;  which  affli&ed 
me  very  tfiuch;  and  in  a  violent  manner 
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too :  Upon  which,  a  Neighbouring  Sur¬ 
geon  of  Note  being  fent  for,  hefirftmade 
ufe  of  Cataplafms  to  break  it,  and  then 
apply’d  feveral  Suppurating  Emplajlres  ; 
but  all  to  little  or  no  Purpoje ,  fave  only, 
that  he  entertain’d  fome  Hopes  ftill  of  do¬ 
ing  me  good.  However,  afterwards  he 
ply’d  me  over  and  over  with  Cat  bar  ticks 
and  Emeticks,  befides  other  outward  Ap¬ 
plications,  in  order  to  difcufs  or  dijfolve 
the  impacted  Humour :  And  this  Treat¬ 
ment  lafted  a  whole  Year,  but  without 
any  greater  Succefs  ;  for  I  remain’d  ftill 
in  as  bad  a  Condition ,  and  as  Languid  as 
ever. 

After  this,  a  fecond  Surgeon  was  im¬ 
mediately  imploy’d ;  who  having  dili¬ 
gently  drefs'd  me  about  a  Year,  at  laft 
brake  the  Swelling ,  and  alfo  perfe&ly 
heal'd  it  to  every  Bodys  thinking ;  but 
then  it  prov’d  to  be  only  a  palliative Curey 
for  in  lefs  than  a  Month’s  time,  another 
large  Tumor  fell  into  my  Left  Thigh ; 
which  yet  coft  bofh  him  and  my  felf  a 
great  deal  of  Trouble  for  above  a  Year, 
before  ever  we  could  perceive  it  any  bet¬ 
ter.  And  when  we  did  find  it  pretty 
well,  as  far  as  we  could  judge  external- 
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ly,  it  lafted  but  for  a  fmall  time  ;  for  in 
fix  Weeks  after,  my  Left  Foot  and 
appear'd  fwoPn  to  a  vaftB/g^/*.'  info- 
much,  that  a  Surgeon  then  was  fent 
for,  who,  in  lefs  than  a  Year's  time ,  indeed, 
by  what  Methods  he  us'd,  effectually 
brake  it  in  Twenty  Places  at  leaft ;  but 
however,  having  drefs'd  it  ftillon  for  a- 
bove  a  Year  and  a  half,  without  any  A- 
mendment ,  lie  gave  it  over  as  Labour  in 
vain,  and  ingenuoufiy  advis’d  my  Friends 
to  fend  me  to  one  of  the  Hojptals  in 
London .  And  accordingly  I  was  carry’d 
thither  at  laft  in  a  Horje-Litter,  not  be¬ 
ing  able  to  travel  any  other  way.  Im¬ 
mediately  after  my  Arrival  here  from  the 
Country ,  I  was  carry’d  to  St.  Bartholomew  $ 
Hofptal,  a  miferable  Objefl;  then  as  I 
was  with  the  King's  Evil •  where  the 
Beil:  Surgeons  had  no  fooner  view’d  my 
Thigh  and  Foot,  but  they  found  them  as 
Cavous  as  Cony-buries ,  and  putrefy  d  to 
the  very  Bone*,  fa  that,  in  Abort,  they 
gave  us  very  little  Encouragement  of  a 
Per  jell  Cure ,  or  indeed,  of  any  other  Re¬ 
liefs  even  fo  far  from  it,  that  they  did 
not  defign  to  drefs  me,  till  my  Father 
importun’d  them  to  do  it  in  common 
Companion,  1 

To 
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To  be  brief,  I  was  under  their  Hands,,  ? 
and  other  Eminent  Surgeons ,  for  full  E- 
leven  Years  or  upwards;  and  one  of 
them,  indeed,  had  healed  my  Thigh  m 
that  time  :  But  then  my  Foot  continued 
as  bad  as  ever,  not  to  fay  worfe.  Where¬ 
upon,  two  or  three  of  the  Hdfpital-Surge -  • 
ons  confulted  about  it ;  and  defpairing  \ 
of  any  Cure,  were  ablolutely  unanimous  \ 
for  Amputation .  I  readily  agreed  to’t,  how  \ 
unwillingly  foever  ;  and  the  Day  was 
fix’d.  Upon  this,  my  Father  asking  them, 
if  the  Cutting-off  my  Leg  would  fecure  the 
Dijiemper  from  breaking  out  again  in  a- 
ny  other  Parr  of  my  Body  ?  They  told 
him  flatly,  That  they  could  fecure  no¬ 
thing  ;  it  might  break  out  again  in  a 
Month’s  time,  for  any  thing  they  knew 
to  the  contrary. 

Now,  by  this  time,  my  whole  Body 
was  fo  emaciated  and  weak,  that  I  could 
not  fupport  my  felf  without  my  Crutches , 
and  I  had  not  fet  my  Left  Foot  to  the  t 
Ground  for  near  Seven  Tears .  But,  as 
Providence  would  have  it,  before  the  Day 
came  that  was  fix’d  for  cutting  off  my  Leg , 
we  were  well  recommended  to  one  Mr. 
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Jofeph  Turnery  confiderable  Surgeon  who 
gave  ns  greater  Hopes ,  and  the  comfor¬ 
table  Encouragement  of  a  Cure ,  without 
Amputation .  In  fhort,  he  pafs’d  his 
word,  that  I  fhould,  in  all  Probability, 
be  perfectly  mil  within  a  Years  time  ;

Mr*  Turner  (an  excellent  Surgeon )  for 
Seven  Years.  And  now  I  could  not  but 
think  my  felf  Happy  i  and  blels  GOD ,  that 
I  had  fall’n  into  fuch  effectual  and  good 
Hands  in  both  Refpefb.

But  to  go  on  ;  during  my  whole

And  therefore  give  me 
leave  to  fay,  that  though  the  Diliemper 
is  bad  enough  at  the firft  Appearance  of  it, 
yet  it  might  be  happily  Cur'd  in  a  great 
deal  lefs  Time,  if  that  pernicious  C orro- 
five  Humour  was  not  fuffer’d  to  lurk  fo 
long,  under  unskilful  Hands,  as  to  de¬ 
ll  roy  the  Flejh  and  foul  the  Bones :  For 
upon  my  Word,  there  is  not  One  Pa¬ 
tient  in  Ten,  but  I  find  him  either  fo 
neglected  or  abus'd,  that  for  want  of  be- 
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ing  duly  or  skilfully  manag’d  at  firft,  I 
am  commonly  forc’d  to  wait  for  Exfo¬ 
liation  with  Patience,  before  I  can  per¬ 
fect  the  Cure .  But  befides,  I  have 
Cur'd  feveral  Perfons  in  the  remote  Parts 
of  this  Kingdom,  upon  receiving  an 
exact  Account  of  their  Malady  by  Letter  s3 
in  far  lefs  Time,  than  Thofe  I  drefs 
every  Day,  in  and  about  London  ;  and  I 
cannot  afcribe  This  to  any  other  Reafon , 
but  becaufe  I  had  the  good  Fortune  to 
be  their  first  Surgeon . 


And  moreover,  my  Medicines  are  alfo
